Statistical information service

free service providing information from published statis- 
tics both over the telephone and over the counter at ABS 
bookshops. The area also offers a fee for service informa- 
tion consultancy for detailed queries or provision of 
information from the ABS’s vast unpublished data hold- 
ings. Unpublished statistics cover a variety of topics such 
as small area population information, imports and exports, 
building, tourism and detailed Consumer Price Index in- 
formation, to name just a few. The area offers various 
dissemination options from paper reports to floppy disks 
and magnetic tape.

1347.0 Information Paper: An Experimental Composite Leading Indicator of the 
Australian Economic Activity, 1993 ($10.00) 


A composite leading indicator (CLI) of global economic activity has been 
developed in the context of the ABS’s efforts to explore means of providing early 
signals of movements in economic activity, CLIs help in detecting the turning 
points in economic activity and are designed to complement other forms of 
economic analysis and forecasting. This information paper describes the nature of 
the composite leading indicator, its construction and explains how to interpret the 
CLI in forecasting mode. Several appendices to the paper give details on the 
technical aspects of the CLI including the determination of the business cycle, the 
methodology used to study the time relauonship between series, the en 
technique, the weighting system and the results of the CLI behaviour on the 
dynamic simulation of past turning points.
